MAYOR'S ADDRESS 

Mr. Fiore thanked his family members 
for being present and the public for placing their 
confidence in him. Before he began with his 
address, Mr. Fiore said that instead of preparing 
an outgoing speech and an incoming address, he 
would combine both speeches into one since he 
was going to be mayor again. Mr. Fiore said that 
last year the Township had the task of 
complying with the 2% tax cap. He said this was 
achieved without cutting essential services. He 
said the Township joined with the Monmouth 
County Improvement Authority (MCI A) into a 



solar initiative that will save on energy costs. 
Mr. Fiore said the Township entered shared 
service agreements with the Board of Education 
(BOE) and other towns. He then thanked the 
Committee, professionals, employees and 
volunteers for helping to achieve the goals that 
were outlined. Mr. Fiore said the Township will 
try to achieve a 2% cap in the next budget by re- 
evaluating all municipal programs and services 
to determine cost effectiveness. Necessary 
changes will be implemented to insurance and 
benefit plans to find additional savings. He said 
the Township will continue to deliver core 
essential services at a cost effective level. He 
brought up the many storms and blizzards last 
year and stated how they learned so much which 
resulted in the establishment of a command 
center to respond faster. Mr. Fiore said they will 
continue to communicate updated information 
to the public during emergencies. Mr. Fiore 
then said that volunteerism is a staple in the 
community. He added that volunteer groups are 
what make Middletown a special place to live 
and raise a family. He said he will foster new 
volunteer groups so they can have an impact on 
the quality of life. He said new neighborhood 
watch groups were established with the help of 
the police department in the Ideal Beach and 
Fairview sections of town. Mr. Fiore said he 
hoped they have a positive impact on those 
areas. He commented that the most visible cuts 
to the budget involved Middletown Day. He 
said the Township Committee now has the goal 
to bring back Middletown Day with a new 
committee of all volunteers. He concluded by 
recognizing the volunteers present in the room, 
especially the fire and first aid volunteers. 

DEPUTY MAYOR'S ADDRESS: 

Mr. Massell thanked the Committee for 
allowing him to serve. He thanked Mrs. 
Brightbill for being an inspiration to him and 
Mr. Fiore for his leadership. Mr. Massell said it 
has been three years since the financial collapse 
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and in two years Gov. Christie and leaders like 
Sen. Kyrillos turned the state around and 
catapulted the state to the forefront of the 
nation. He pledged to support finding relief for 
the taxpayers. He then welcomed Mrs. Murray 
saying that she is a perfect addition to the 
Committee and this makes one of the best teams 
Middletown has had. He ended by thanking his 
family for allowing him to serve.

OR NOTES OF THE TOWNSHIP FOR FINANCING PART 
OF THE APPROPRIATION. 



BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE TOWNSHIP COMMITTEE OF THE TOWNSHIP 
OF MIDDLETOWN, IN THE COUNTY OF MONMOUTH, NEW JERSEY (not less than 
two-thirds of all members thereof affirmatively concurring) AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: 

The improvements described in Section 3 of this bond ordinance (the "Improvements") 
are hereby authorized to be undertaken by the Township of Middletown, New Jersey (the 
"Township") as a general improvement. For the said Improvements there is hereby appropriated 
the amount of $800,000, such sum includes the sum of $40,000 as the down payment (the 
"Down Payment") required by the Local Bond Law of the State of New Jersey, constituting 
Chapter 2 of Title 40A, Municipalities and Counties of the Revised Statutes of New Jersey (the 
"Local Bond Law"). The Down Payment is now available by virtue of provision in one or more 
previously adopted budgets for down payments for capital improvement purposes. 

SECTION 2: 

In order to finance the cost of the Improvements not covered by application of the Down 
Payment, negotiable bonds of the Township are hereby authorized to be issued in the principal 
amount of $760,000 pursuant to the provisions of the Local Bond Law (the "Bonds"). In 
anticipation of the issuance of the Bonds and to temporarily finance said improvements or 
purposes, negotiable bond anticipation notes of the Township are hereby authorized to be issued 
in the principal amount not exceeding $760,000 pursuant to the provisions of the Local Bond 
Law (the "Bond Anticipation Notes" or "Notes"). 

SECTION 3: 

(a) The Improvements hereby authorized and the purposes for which obligations are 
to be issued is for various drainage improvements, which includes Middletown High School 
South, Debmar Drive and Shadow Lake Outfall, including all work and materials necessary 
therefor and incidental thereto, all as shown on and in accordance with the plans and 
specifications therefor on file in the Office the Clerk. 
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(b) The estimated maximum amount of Bonds or Notes to be issued for the purpose 
of financing a portion of the cost of the Improvements is $760,000. 

(c) The estimated cost of the Improvements is $800,000, which amount represents the 
initial appropriation made by the Township. 

SECTION 4: 

All Bond Anticipation Notes issued hereunder shall mature at such times as may be 
determined by the chief financial officer of the Township (the "Chief Financial Officer"); 
provided that no Note shall mature later than one year from its date. The Notes shall bear 
interest at such rate or rates and be in such form as may be determined by the Chief Financial 
Officer. The Chief Officer shall determine all matters in connection with Notes issued pursuant 
to this ordinance, and the signature of the Chief Financial Officer upon the Notes shall be 
conclusive evidence as to all such determinations. All Notes issued hereunder may be renewed 
from time to time subject to the provisions of Section 8(a) of the Local Bond Law. The Chief 
Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell part or all of the Notes from time to time at public 
or private sale and to deliver them to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of the 
purchase price plus accrued interest from their dates to the date of delivery thereof. The Chief 
Financial Officer is directed to report in writing to the governing body of the Township at the 
meeting next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of the Notes pursuant to this 
ordinance is made. Such report must include the amount, the description, the interest rate and 
the maturity schedule of the Notes sold, the price obtained and the name of the purchaser. 

SECTION 5: 

The capital budget of the Township is hereby amended to conform with the provisions of 
this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the form 
promulgated by the Local Finance Board showing full detail of the amended capital budget and 
capital program as approved by the Director, Division of Local Government Services, 
Department of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey is on file with the Township Clerk and is 
available for public inspection. 

SECTION 6: 

The following additional matters are hereby determined, declared, recited and stated: 

(a) The Improvements described in Section 3 of this bond ordinance are not current 
expenses, and are capital improvements or properties that the Township may lawfully make or 
acquire as general improvements, and no part of the cost thereof has been or shall be specially 
assessed on property specially benefited thereby. 

(b) The average period of usefulness of the Improvements, within the limitations of 
the Local Bond Law, taking into consideration the respective amounts of all obligations 
authorized for the several purposes, according to the reasonable life thereof computed from the 
date of the Bonds authorized by this bond ordinance, is 40 years. 
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(c) The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local Bond Law has been duly 
prepared and filed in the office of the Township Clerk and a complete executed duplicate thereof 
has been filed in the office of the Director, Division of Local Government Services, Department 
of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey. Such statement shows that the gross debt of the 
Township, as defined in the Local Bond Law, is increased by the authorization of the Bonds and 
Notes provided in this bond ordinance by $760,000 and the obligations authorized herein will be 
within all debt limitations prescribed by the Local Bond Law. 

(d) An aggregate amount not exceeding $150,000 for items of expense listed in and 
permitted under Section 20 of the Local Bond Law is included in the estimated cost of the 
Improvements, as indicated herein. 

SECTION 7: 

Any funds received from time to time by the Township as contributions in aid of 
financing the purposes described in Section 3 of this Ordinance shall be used for financing said 
Improvements by application thereof either to direct payment of the cost of said Improvements 
or to the payment or reduction of the authorization of the obligations of the Township authorized 
therefor by this Bond Ordinance. Any such funds received may, and all such funds so received 
which are not required for direct payment of the cost of said Improvements shall, be held and 
applied by the Township as funds applicable only to the payment of obligations of the Township 
authorized by this Bond Ordinance. 

SECTION 8: 

The full faith and credit of the Township are hereby pledged to the punctual payment of 
the principal of and interest on the obligations authorized by this bond ordinance. The 
obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the Township, and the Township shall be 
obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the Township for the 
payment of the obligations and the interest thereon without limitation of rate or amount. 

SECTION 9: 

This Bond Ordinance constitutes a declaration of official intent under Treasury 
Regulation Section 1.150-2. The Township reasonably expects to pay expenditures with respect 
to the Improvements prior to the date that Township incurs debt obligations under this Bond 
Ordinance. The Township reasonably expects to reimburse such expenditures with the proceeds 
of debt to be incurred by the Township under this Bond Ordinance. The maximum principal 
amount of debt expected to be issued for payment of the costs of the Improvements is $760,000. 

SECTION 10: 

This bond ordinance shall take effect 2 days after the first publication thereof after final

The Chief Officer shall determine all matters in connection with Notes issued pursuant 
to this ordinance, and the signature of the Chief Financial Officer upon the Notes shall be 
conclusive evidence as to all such determinations. All Notes issued hereunder may be renewed 
from time to time subject to the provisions of Section 8(a) of the Local Bond Law. The Chief 
Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell part or all of the Notes from time to time at public 
or private sale and to deliver them to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of the 
purchase price plus accrued interest from their dates to the date of delivery thereof. The Chief 
Financial Officer is directed to report in writing to the governing body of the Township at the 
meeting next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of the Notes pursuant to this 
ordinance is made. Such report must include the amount, the description, the interest rate and 
the maturity schedule of the Notes sold, the price obtained and the name of the purchaser. 

SECTION 5: 

The capital budget of the Township is hereby amended to conform with the provisions of 
this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the form 
promulgated by the Local Finance Board showing full detail of the amended capital budget and 
capital program as approved by the Director, Division of Local Government Services, 
Department of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey is on file with the Township Clerk and is 
available for public inspection. 

SECTION 6: 

The following additional matters are hereby determined, declared, recited and stated: 

(a) The Improvements described in Section 3 of this bond ordinance are not current 
expenses, and are capital improvements or properties that the Township may lawfully make or 
acquire as general improvements, and no part of the cost thereof has been or shall be specially 
assessed on property specially benefited thereby. 

(b) The average period of usefulness of the Improvements, within the limitations of 
the Local Bond Law, taking into consideration the respective amounts of all obligations 
authorized for the several purposes, according to the reasonable life thereof computed from the 
date of the Bonds authorized by this bond ordinance, is 20 years. 

(c) The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local Bond Law has been duly 
prepared and filed in the office of the Township Clerk and a complete executed duplicate thereof 
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has been filed in the office of the Director, Division of Local Government Services, Department 
of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey. Such statement shows that the gross debt of the 
Township, as defined in the Local Bond Law, is increased by the authorization of the Bonds and 
Notes provided in this bond ordinance by $3,800,000 and the obligations authorized herein will 
be within all debt limitations prescribed by the Local Bond Law. 

(d) An aggregate amount not exceeding $760,000 for items of expense listed in and 
permitted under Section 20 of the Local Bond Law is included in the estimated cost of the 
Improvements, as indicated herein. 

(e) This bond ordinance authorized obligations of the Township solely for a purpose 
described in N.J.S.A. 40A:2-7(d). This purpose is in the public interest and is for the health, 
welfare, convenience or betterment of the inhabitants of the Township. The amounts to be 
expended for this purpose pursuant to this bond ordinance are not unreasonable or exorbitant, 
and the issuance of the obligations authorized by this bond ordinance will not materially impair 
the credit of the Township or substantially reduce its ability to pay punctually the principal of 
and the interest on its debts and to supply other essential public improvements and services. The 
Local Finance Board in the Division of Local Government Services of the Department of 
Community Affairs of the State of New Jersey has heretofore made a determination to this effect 
and has caused its consent to be endorsed upon a certified copy of this bond ordinance as passed 
upon first reading. 

SECTION 7: 

Any funds received from time to time by the Township as contributions in aid of 
financing the purposes described in Section 3 of this Ordinance (including funds to be received 
in connection with the New Jersey Environmental Infrastructure Trust Financing Program) shall 
be used for financing said Improvements by application thereof either to direct payment of the 
cost of said Improvements or to the payment or reduction of the authorization of the obligations 
of the Township authorized therefor by this Bond Ordinance. Any such funds received may, and 
all such funds so received which are not required for direct payment of the cost of said 
Improvements shall, be held and applied by the Township as funds applicable only to the 
payment of obligations of the Township authorized by this Bond Ordinance. 

SECTION 8: 

The full faith and credit of the Township are hereby pledged to the punctual payment of 
the principal of and interest on the obligations authorized by this bond ordinance. The 
obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the Township, and the Township shall be 
obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the Township for the 
payment of the obligations and the interest thereon without limitation of rate or amount. 

SECTION 9: 

This Bond Ordinance constitutes a declaration of official intent under Treasury 
Regulation Section 1.100-2. The Township reasonably expects to pay expenditures with respect 
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to the Improvements prior to the date that Township incurs debt obligations under this Bond 
Ordinance. The Township reasonably expects to reimburse such expenditures with the proceeds 
of debt to be incurred by the Township under this Bond Ordinance. The maximum principal 
amount of debt expected to be issued for payment of the costs of the Improvements is 
$3,800,000. 

SECTION 10: 

This bond ordinance shall take effect 20 days after the first publication thereof after final

2. Any persons desiring to speak on either an ordinance or during the public comment 
section shall raise their hand and must be recognized by the Chair before speaking. All 
comments by the members of the public shall be made from the podium after first having 
been recognized by the Chair. 

3. As to public hearings on an ordinance, all persons recognized to speak may speak for a 
maximum of five minutes. 

4. As to the public comment portion of the meeting, all persons recognized to speak may 
speak once for a maximum of five minutes. 

5. Any speaker who exceeds these time limits shall be ruled out of order and subject to 
removal. Each five minute period is personal to each speaker and made not be ceded to 
another person. No profanity shall be permitted. Any person who uses profanity may be 
ruled out of order and subject to removal. 

6. Questions or comments of the public should be directed to the Township Committee. If 
appropriate, the Chairperson may direct and recognize a staff employee or professional of 
the Township to respond. The Chair may request that any question asked of the 
Township Committee or its staff or professionals which, due to its complexity or need for 
research or factual investigation cannot be answered immediately, be placed in writing by 
the inquirer and directed to the appropriate Township official and that an answer be 
provided to the inquirer as soon as possible.
